Gas prices another roadblock for drivers

For Brad Baker who depends 
on floral deliveries, the steadily- 
rising price of gas stinks. 

“We’ll deliver through the 
entire Niagara region,” said 
Baker, owner of BBBlooms 
in downtown St. Catharines. 
"When we’re doing multiple 
deliveries, it definitely affects 
that pricing. 

“I have very slowly increased 
those prices due to the gas with¬ 
out bumping it up tremen¬ 
dously,” he said. “It definitely 
has an effect on us.” 

Baker said the public also 
understands the burden high 
gas prices place on deliveries. 
"They're definitely not getting 
their gas for free, so we wouldn’t 
be getting ours for free eitheri’ 
According to Tomorrows- 
GasPriceToday.com gas prices 
in St Catharines averages about 
$1,362 cents/ litre Friday. That’s 
about 14 cents per litre higher 
than three months ago and 14 
cents higher than one year ago. 
Prices across Niagara generally 


fell within a three-cent range of 
Friday's average. 

At OntarioGasPrices.com reg¬ 
ular gas prices for 34 stations in 
the Garden City Friday ranged 
from a low of $1,347 per litre at 
a 7-Eleven on Hartzel Rd. to a 
number of station selling the 
feel at $1,379. 

These skyward prices at the 
pump have also caused finan¬ 
cial pain for many motorists like 
MadiMcNeiL 

“I think it's crazy,” said the 
18-year-old south St Catharines 
student and Ford Escape driver 

“People are still making the 
same amount of money and few 
people these days are getting 
raises, but the price just keep 
going up.”

Often, these amounts are reimbursed 
by an insurance company as part of a 
settlement. But not always. 

Medical records may be required 
to process a disability claim, to apply 
under the Ontario Disability Support 
Program, or to apply for social assis¬ 
tance under Ontario Works. 

Often people with disabilities have 
lengthy medical records, resulting in 
large fees. 

Not all medical professionals over¬ 
charge their patients, nor does every 
pharmacist, but there's no excuse for 
this regulatory gap. 

Some professionals will reduce 
their fee if asked by their patients, but 
why should anybody be put in that 
position? 

Many hospitals charge reasonable 

Sunnybrook Health Sciences Centre 
has an electronic records system and 
allows patients to access and print 
many records online, without a fee. 

This issue doesn't apply to situa¬ 
tions where professionals are asked to 
prepare reports or provide a summary 
of records. 

Professionals are entitled to be fairly 
compensated for these tasks, although 
too many charge excessive amounts for 
them, thinking an insurance company

Personal injury lawyer Roger Foisy 
has long advocated for government 
regulation, pointing out an Ontario 
Medical Association recommendation 
that physicians charge $30 for the first 
20 pages and 25 cents for additional 
pages is not normally followed.

While the Ontario government is 
otherwise occupied and apparently 
unable to proclaim a simple regula¬ 
tion — after all there must be so many 
stakeholders who have yet to be con¬ 
sulted — there is something you can do 
if faced with an exorbitant bill for your 
medical records. 

First, ask to have the fee reduced. If 
you don't want to do that or it doesn't 
work, you can file a complaint with 
Ontario’s (or your own province’s) 
Information and Privacy Commission. 

If they believe the fee is too high 
they can intercede and have the fee 
reduced.

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Ramping up foraging etiquette 


I t's around this time of year that my 
Instagram feed starts filling with them. 
Photos of chefs and foodies flashing 
cheek-aching grins as they hoist huge 
bagfuls of wild leeks, known as ramps, 
clog my photo-sharing app. I cringe at 
each one as my thumbs whirl and twirl 
comments like "Try garlic mustard 
instead. It's delicious and invasive so you 
can take as much as you want.” 

Ramps are a delicacy with their mild 
onion flavom and one of the most 
easily identifiable wild foods growing in 
Niagara’s forests. That makes them the 
gateway plant for newbie foragers. 

the most over-harvested wild foods in this 
age of hyper-locavorism. 

The hefty price tags they can comfort¬ 
ably wear on menus and at farmers mar¬ 
kets don’t help their cause, either, as greed 
overrules the ethics of some foragers. 
When I first started foraging five years 


ago, I felt like I won the lottery when I 
found a massive clump of ramps on the 
outskirts of a local park. I harvested four 
from hundreds, unearthing the entire 
plant with their fleshy white root bulbs the 
size of my thumbs. I got them home only 
to discover my harvest was the equivalent 
of an old growth forest because of how 
long it took my leeks to grow to the size 
they were. These days, I stick to noshing 
that garlic mustard instead and telling 
people to go easy on the ramp. 

Still, my killjoy comments on Instagram 
only net more photos of happy foragers 
throwing conservation to the wind for 
the novelty of "eating off the grid" and 
finding their next meal in the great out¬ 
doors rather than the grocery store. But 
the ramp’s precarious fate throughout 
North America has been written about 
frequently in the past few years in the New 
York Times, the Globe and Mail, and other 
news sites and food blogs.

For people interested in learn¬ 
ing how to sustainably forage 
wild foods growing in our midst, 
Brock University is holding work¬ 
shops on April 25 and May 31. 

The sessions, called Foraging the 
Escarpment, will be led by Cassie 
Wever, whose background in bio¬ 
logical sciences, working in native 
plant nursenes and as a hobby 
seed collector piqued her inter¬ 
est in foraging years ago. Ethical 
harvesting will be a key lesson in 
Wever’s workshop. 

That means ramps will be left 
alone during the sessions. 

“Natural resources and eco¬ 
systems don’t just exist for us to 
harvest from them,” Wever said 
in an e-mail. “And we should 
understand when we’re picking 
anything, even when we’re just 
enjoying a walk in the woods, that 
we’re only a small piece in a much 
larger ecosystem.” 

The sessions, offered through 
Brock's Continuing Education 


department, are geared toward 
foragers of all levels of experience. 
Wever will cover plant identifica¬ 
tion with time spent on campus 
seeking out easily identifiable wild 
foods she hopes to use in a dish 
that participants can take home 
with them. It's hands-on learning 
that, thanks to Wever's knowledge, 
is safer for foragers — and the 
ecosystem — than searching for 
their next meal alone in the wilds 
of Niagara. 

“You can spend as much time 
learning about something like this 
from books, but the best way to 
leam is to get outside and use your 
guide, touch plants, smell them, 
and try and figure out what they 
are,” Wever said. 

Given how disconnected many 
people are from the natural world 
around them, Wever is hopeful 
that not only will participants be 
able to tell the difference between 
burdock and chicory, they’ll view 
Niagara in a new way and share 


their knowledge so others can do 
the same. 

"There is a certain amount of 
wonder and enchantment that 
comes from beginning to see 
the place where we live like this, 
and it also builds a huge amount 
of respect and understand¬ 
ing," she said. "There's a whole 
grocery store, and a pharmacy, 
and a hardware store, all in our 
backyards. 

"My ideal is that someone will 
leave with a better understanding 
and some skills around foraging, 
respect for how to do it ethically, 
and will be able to share what 
they have learned on their next 
walk in the woods with family or 
children.”

Hitting the sweet spot

It's been only two years since 
Mike Mambella and Jeff Ties- 
sen teamed up to make maple 

But from those humble begin¬ 
nings has come a finely honed 
technique for making sweet 

Their earliest efforts included 
boiling the sap on the side burn¬ 
ers of Mike's barbecue, a task he 
found far too slow. 

Moving inside, he tried boiling 
the sap on his stove. But at a boil 
rate of about a gallon an hour, it 
would take days to boil down 
the hundreds of gallons of sap 
he now collects with his neigh¬ 
bour Jeff 

“The majority of our yield is 
from here, but we do all the work 
over at Mike's place," said Hes¬ 
sen. “We haul it all back there 
and boil it" 

Hauling it back isn't easy. The 
bush at the back of Tiessen's 
property is cut through with trails 
and deep tracks from his Yamaha 
Rhino—used for sap collections 


a ratio of 40-to-1, which left them 
with about 20 gallons of syrup. 

That's a lot of syrup for two 
guys. 

Although they don't sell it, 
the sticky-sweet treat is in high 
demand around them. Friends 
and family do quite well and 
maple syrup always makes a 
good gift.

Last year, they collected 800 
gallons of sap. Sap boils down at 


the pan for boiling. He controls 
the boiling using a valve system 
he constructed. 

This way, the sap was near boil 
when it hit the pan so it lessened 
the cooling effect it would have 
as it boiled.

That increased his yield, but 
it wasn't enough. The following 
year, Mambella rebuilt the evap¬ 
orator and made it a little bigger 

Huddled under a tarp to keep 
warm, he modified it with a 
blower to keep the fire going hot¬ 
ter, a steam hood kept the heat 
in. A pre-heater was added to 
warm the sap in the pipes, which 
was waiting to be dropped into

Mentoring program stands the test of time

Lorrie Poehlman's childhood experi¬ 
ence inspired her lifelong commitment to 
mentoring programs. 

As one of eight children being raised by 
a single mother, Poehlman needed help. 
And she turned to a mentorship program 
run by her church — before the Big Broth¬ 
ers Big Sisters program was available in 
her community. 

“It was a very good experience for me," 
she recalled. “That’s the reason I got into 
the field. It was to be a mentor to someone 
else.” 

Poehlman first joined Big Sisters in 
1996, and she's remained with the organi- 

She was matched with a girl, Christine 
— a girl just like herself growing up in a 
needy family. 

“Last year, Christine invited me to her 
wedding. That was a huge experience for 
me," Poehlman said, smiling. "I was men- 

Christine. And I'm hoping that Christine, 
when her boys grow up, that she’ll be able 
to mentor someone. It’s a pattern. It’s very 


original Big Brothers of Welland County 
held its first meeting On April 23,1964. 

But the underlying idea of helping 
young people through providing mentor¬ 
ships has remained the same. 

After looking through old board meet¬ 
ing minutes, Van Der Heyden said it was 
clear the board members from the 1960s 
often dealt with the same issues as they 
deal with today — issues like ensuring 
there's enough funding, as well as volun¬ 
teers to meet the needs of the children. 

But there are also some significant dif¬ 
ference, such as higher standards for vol- 

“In 50 years there have been a lot of 
changes with regards to child safety," she 

Van Der Heyden said one significant 
change happened within the last dec¬ 
ade — the merger of Big Brothers and Big 
Sister organizations. And more recently, 
they again merged with the mentorship 
agencies in Fort Erie. 

Poehlman said the merger of south 
Niagara area Big Brothers and Big Sis¬ 
ters organizations has helped them 
remain sustainable, with less money to 
go around. 


Christine is one of untold thousands 
of young people who the south Niagara 
agency has assisted in the 50 years since 
it was founded. Last year alone, 800 young 
people were paired up with a big brother 
or sister, said executive director Barb Van 
Der Heyden. 

She said there have been a lot of 
changes since the board of directors of the

"On-ice success can't happen unless 
we do the first two,” he said. 

Wolfe, who spent five years playing 
junior C with the Chippawa Riverhawks, 
all while coaching minor hockey in his 
native Niagara Falls, intends to lead by 
example. 

"We can't promise how many games 
we will win, but what we will guarantee is 
that we’ll be the first guys at the arena and 
the last guys to go home.” 

Wolfe and Denhaan, 25, his top assist¬ 
ant with the triple A major midget Nia¬ 
gara Falls Riverhawks last season, won't 
exactly be rookies on the Bucs bench 
when hockey resumes in September. They 
spent the final six weeks of last season 
with the Pirates in a “support role” and 
eight games running the team in head 
coach Yvan Charrois' absence. 

Wolfe is confident experience com¬ 
bined with his coaching resume will 
silence detractors who question whether 
he's too young to coach at the junior B 
level. 

“Most guys don’t get into coaching 
until they’re my age. I’ve already been 
doing this for 10 years. I'm grateful for the 
opportunity, but I’m confident of what I 
can bring to the table," said Wolfe, who 
works as a video analyst for Stathletes in 


St Catharines. 

Wolfe and Denhaan impressed team 
owner Tim Toffolo and Charrois, the 
team's general manager, with their knowl¬ 
edge and “commitment to the game.” 

“It’s a really good fit for us,” he said. 

Toffolo isn't worried that Wolfe is too 
young to take over a team on which play¬ 
ers can be as old as 20. 

“Both Wes and Nick are mature behind 
their years. They know their hockey, and 
they're very committed to the game.” 

About 10 players are eligible to return 
from a team that plunged to eighth from 
second due to a combination of injuries 
and the decision to jettison veterans in 
favour of rebuilding at the trade dead¬ 
line. 

Wolfe said he wants to keep the team’s 
immediate past in the past. 

"We want to forget that last season ever 
happened and start fresh. You can't move 
forward by continuing to look back.” 

By the same token, enduring “so many 
bad things across the spectrum” can be 
a silver lining if it can motivate the fran¬ 
chise to move forward. 

“Adversity is just an opportunity that’s 
disguised,” Wolfe said.

Drivers tune up for racing

Merrittville Speedway hosted auto rac¬ 
ing's version of spring training April 19 
and Mother Nature, as anxious to finally 
emerge from the shadow of Old Man 
Winter as the drivers were to start the 
2014 season, couldn't have been more 
co-operative. 

Bright sunshine took much of the bite 
out of cool temperatures that, thankfully, 
were more suited for hoodies than par¬ 
kas, and what precipitation there was 
came from a watering truck that pre¬ 
pared the track for practice laps in five 
racing divisions. 

Upwards of 40 drivers who attended 
a test and tune session Saturday at the 
Thorold track could have done without 
the wind, but two out of three ain’t bad 
after a winter that felt like it would never

started with drivers taking tu 
ing their cars inspected. Track officials 
looked under the hood and crawled 
under the tires to ensure the custom¬ 
ized vehicles met the specifications in 
the various racing classes at Merrittville, 
a popular stop on a weekend circuit that 
starts Fridays at Ohsweken and western 
New York before wrapping up Sunday 
at New Humberstone Speedway in Port 
Colbome. 

Drivers also had the opportunity to 
have their vehicles weighed at the test 
and tune. Each racing class has a mini¬ 
mum weight and top five finishers on 
race nights risk disqualification if they 


"I’m really skinny, so I have to carry 
a lot of weight,” quipped Adam Leslie, 
24, a Port Colbome driver who has 100 
pounds of lead strategically bolted to the 
chassis of his sportsman car in order to 
keep it aerodynamic while meeting the 
minimum standard. 

A general mechanic heading into his 
fifth sportsman season and ninth overall 
at Merrittville, Leslie used the tune por¬ 
tion of the test and tune to “set up” his 


car. He said adjusting the tension on the 
front and rear suspensions allows him to 
lift and lower eachendof the car. 

“You do what works best for the track," 
said Leslie, who also races regularly at 
New Humberstone, his hometown track. 

Drivers in the sportsman division 
can also adjust the pressure in each tire 
depending on how the track “feels” in 
warmups, he said. 

Aaron Wiley of Wellandport, who com¬ 
petes in the four-cylinder mini stocks 
class, had two cars inspected at the test 
and tune — his wife Jocelyn’s and one 
that will be driven by their 14-year-old 

Wiley hoped that wind wouldn't be a 
factor in his son's introduction to Merrit- 
tville’s outside track. 

“Nothing dries out a track faster than 
wind. If you want to get a true feel for a 
track, it has to be calm,” said Aaron, a vet¬ 
eran driver who calls “reading the track” 
the most important part of a race plan. 

He said the key to winning at Merrit¬ 
tville, for instance, is cornering into the 
long straightaway at the D-shaped, dirt 

“You get the hang of the No. 4 comer 
here and your season is made,” Wiley 
said. 

Kurds Wiley is a Merrittville rookie in 
2014, though only when it comes to com¬ 
peting on the larger of the speedway’s 
two tracks. Before racing sportsman last 
season at New Humberstone, he spent 
five years racing go karts on Merrittville's 
inside track. 

Kurds, a Grade 9 student at Beamsville 
District Secondary School, said the tran¬ 
sition to mini stocks from go karts took 
him five to six weeks. 

“The first thing you realize is the differ¬ 
ence in the size. It’s a lot more car to turn 
around,” he said. 

Kurds had a fifth-place and was in 
the running for two thirds before being 
knocked out of contention in his 24-race

Stricter bike safety rules coming

There could be more good news com¬ 
ing to cyclists from the province. 

Legislation introduced last month, 
and awaiting second reading, proposes 
to raise fines for drivers who hit cyclists 
with their vehicle doors to a range of 

— and increase demerit points to three 
from two. 


Bill 173, if it survives a third and final 
reading, also would require drivers to 
maintain a distance of one metre when 
passing cyclists. 

But it would also increase the maxi¬ 
mum fine from $20 to a set fine amount 
in the $60 to $500 range for not using 
required bicycle lights and other reflec¬ 
tors. It would now permit the use of 
flashing red lights as a safety feature on 
bicycles.
